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In Andhra Pradesh, Agricultural S’atistics are 
compiled by the Bureau of Economics and Statistics on the 
basis of the land Revenue Records maintained at the village 
level. There is coi;;plete fifeld-to-field enumeration at the 
village level and the area Bovm under croTi.; and also uridcx* 
different land utilisation are recorded against each survey 
number in the basic record i.e. , Adangal in Andhra Kogion 
and the Pahani in the Telangana Region. There are two dictyi^ 
Agricultural seasons in Andhra Pradesh i.e., Khaiif and 
Rabi and the Agricultural ‘Statistics arc compiled for these 
two seasons separately. The area sown during the months 

of June to September is classified as KharfT' and from October 

* ' 

to March as Rabi. The lands sown or planted after March 
are shown in the next Kharif seasons account as they are 
invariably harvested in the next agricultural year. If, 
however, any such area sown after March are harvested before 
the end of the May such areas are added to the data collonted 
during the Sabi/Tabi season. For the purpose of compilation 
of area statistics, the Bureau of Economics and Statistics 
conducts a regular Agricultural Census twice in the year 
i.e., during Kharif and Rabi seasons, with the assistance 
of the Revenue Inspectors, Taluk Statistical Assistants, - 
Progress Assistants and other Extension staff at the 
Block level, ThA details of the various stages of Kharif/

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Since 1951-52, several steps have been taken up.^li'All- 
India and State levels for the improvement of Agricultoral 
Statistics especially with reference to thexr quality and 
timeliness. Inspite of all these steps, the area estimates 
based on forecast reports and the actual enumeration are 
becoming available at State and All India levels only long 
after the crops are sown. Similarly, the esl;ln?ates of 
production are available to Government long aftur the harvest 
of the crops is over. The States and the Government of India 
were finding it extremely difficult to take v.xrious policy 
decisions and adopt corrective measures in the absence of 
availability of area and production estimates in time. Apart 
from brining improvement in the quality of Agricultural 
Statistics, there is also a need to fill up the various 
gaps which exist in the collection of Agricultural Statistics. 

Considering the above factors, the Government of India 
sanctioned a centrally sponsored scheme under the name h 
"T imely Reporting of Agricultural Statistics" to be imple- 
mented by States from 1971-72 with a view to obtain estimates 
of area under the principal crops immediately after the sowings 
of the crops are completed and the estimates of production 
immediately after the harvest of the crops is over.

SCOPE AND COVERASE ; The scheme has been implemented in 
Andhra Pradesh from RaM i<^7i-72 seapon. The schemo is 
Implemented in all the 21 districts in the State, In the 
taluks where regular Revenue Agency exists the responsibility 
of furnishing of information rests with Revenue Agency, In 
the agency taluks where there is no Revenue Agency the parti- 
culars are being collected through Extension Staff working 
in Panchayat Samithis, The following important crops which 
account for about 60^ of cropped area in the State are 
being covered under the survey.

DUE DATlilS FOR SI:J.MISSIGN OF INFORMATION AND CROP ACREAGES ; 

The due dates for submission of information on crop 
acreages by KaranaJ^Patwari have been fixed after taking into 
consideration the period of crop inspection by Patwari/Karanam 
in each season and calendar' o± sowings for each crop. 

The Karanam/Pat'/arl who is primarily responsible for 
land revenue collection is expected to maintain upto-datc 
information on area cultivated after making field to field 
inspection. While in -^ndtra Region the crop inspection is 
done regularly every month, the Patwari in Telangafiia Region 
is expected to under take crop enumeration once in each 
season, i.e., in the second fortnight of September for 
kharif season and in the Second fortnight of March for 
Rabi season. But at the same time, the Patwarics arc
